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as to our possessions in the Philippine Islands and Hawaii. The labo- 
ratory investigated, from a bacteriological and pathological standpoint, 
many specimens from suspected cases of plague sent from the various 
quarantine stations, and a thesis is to be published upon this subject. 

As rats assist in spreading the plague, special experiments were made 
with a microbe said to be pathogenic for these animals, and the result 
of the experiments has been published. 

Horses were treated in an endeavor to procure curative and prevent- 
ive serums for yellow fever, plague, typhoid fever, and pneumonia. 

In view of the importance of trachoma and its frequency among 
immigrants coming into the United States, the laboratory is making 
special investigation as to its nature, cause, and treatment. 

Much work was done throughout the year upon disinfection and dis- 
infectants. Disinfection against mosquitoes was given special attention 
last summer on account of the relation of these insects to the spread of 
various diseases, particularly malaria and yellow fever, and a bulletin 
was published on this subject. Tuberculosis, car sanitation, aud small- 
pox have also received the attention of the workers in the laboratory, 
and reports upon the first two of these subjects have been published. 

The Surgeon-General has reported that an additional building will be 
required for the laboratory, and the favorable action of the Congress 
thereon is recommended.

less prevalent than in the preceding week. Meningitis was reported at 
4, whooping cough at 19, smallpox at 28, measles at 31, diphtheria at 
46, enteric fever at 74, scailet fever at 75, and phthisis pulmoualis at 
236 places. 

Reports to the State board of health, Lausing, for the week ended 
November 29, 1902, from 71 observers, indicate that uenralgia, enteric 
fever, inflammation of kidney, inflammation of bowels, whooping cough, 
and cholera morbus were more prevalent and erysipelas, measles, and 
remittent fever were less prevalent than in the preceding week. Menin- 
gitis was reported present at 4, whooping cough at 1 7, measles at 25, 
smallpox at 29, diphtheria at 38, enteric fever at 68, scarlet fever at 71, 
and phthisis pulmoualis at 230 places.
